III. REMilRKS 



Claims 1-29 are presented and are subject to restriction. New 
claim 30 is presented. 

The examiner has required restriction among three groups, as 
follows : 

Group I claims 1-16 drawn to compounds of formula (I) 

Group II, claims 17-18 drawn to a process of preparing the 
compounds of formula (I) 

Group III, claims 19-24, drawn to a medicament comprising a 
compound of formula (I) 

Group IV, claims 25-29, drawn to the use of a compound of 
formula (I) 

Applicant traverses this restriction requirement, in particular 
as it pertains to the separation of Groups I and III. The 
examiner states that Groups I and III are related as product and 
process of use. This is only partially correct. 

Groups I and claim 19 of Group III are related as the inventive 
compound and the inventive compound in combination with 
conventional components . The burden on the examiner of searching 
the additional class is de minimus because, once the existence 
of the compound is found to be novel, the combination of the 
inventive compound with the ancillary components, ipso facto, 
will be inventive. 

Applicant therefore solicits the examiners reconsideration of 
the separation of Groups I and claim 19 of Group III. 



Notwithstanding the above, applicant elects group I drawn to 
compounds. With respect to election of a single representative 
compound applicant elects the first identified compound in claim 
16, 4-f luoro-benzenesulf onic acid 1- [trans-bis- (4-chloro- 
phenyl) -methyl] -2 -methyl -azetidin- 3 -yl ester. The structure of 
this compound is provided in table I, Example 1 on page 63 of 
the specification.
